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ASSISTING THE PIONEER FARMER 


Owing to the necessity of break- 
ing the new land, the lack of capi- 
tal and the distance from markets, 
many settiers in the Northwest nat- 
urally find the first few years rather 
trying. In order to assist the 
pioneer farmers to keep 2 few 
dairy cows which yield @ modest cash 
income monthly, the dairy division of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture several years ago established 
a number of creameries unaer gov- 
ernment control. Those in the Ter- 
ritory of Alberta are situated at 
Calgary, Innisfail, Edmonton, Tindas- 
toll, Wetaskiwin, Red Deer, Black- 
falds and Lacombe. Three cream- 
cries cf the creameries formerly 
managed were closed by the depart- 
ment in 1902, owing to the lack of 
sufficient patronage. The failure 
of the farmers in those districts to 
support the creameries does not ap- 
pear to arise from any jack of confi- 
dence in the dairy business, ut sim- 
ply because they are now in a po- 
sition to go into stock raising and 
grain growing, and because they pre- 
fer the Jatter means of livlihood. The 
changes of the past few years have 
altered the aspect of farming oper- 
ations 1n many parts of the North- 
west. Last year five carioads of 
butter from the government cream- 
eries were exported to Great Britain, 
one carload was scld for export to 
Queensland, Australia, and shipments 
were also made to China, Japan and 
the Yukon. The remainder was 
disposed of mm local and British Col- 
markets.

WINNIPEG MARKETS 

Commercial, Nov. 7th. 

Wheat.—Trade in Manitoba wheat 
shows no change in character from 
a week ago. Prices have declined 
in sympathy with the decline in 
American markets, but the volume 
of trade is only on a moderate scale. 
Exporters still find their business 
very slow and difficult to work, and 
so unsatisfactory is the handling of. 
wheat at country points that the 
principal elevator companies have de- 
cided to decline buying, and only 
keep their houses. open for storing| 
and Shipping for farmers oF other 
shippers. This decision bas been ar- 
rived at on account of the uncertain- 
ty of the grading of much of this 
year’s crop. Much money has been 
thrown away by buyers at country 
points, losing grades on the wheat 
bought and it would seem that the 
only remedy is to stop buying and 
allow farmers to ship their wheat 
themselves and take the risk of the 
grading. As showing the extreme 
difference in quality between this 
year’s crop and last year’s, the fol- 
lowing are the car inspections. at 
Winnipeg for the month of October 
this year as compared with last ;—
